Many Canucks 
Particpate in 
Shuttle Raids

LONDON, June 25.— (CP) — 
Scores of Canadians who helped 
the R.A.F. write a new chapter in 
the ever-increasing aerial pound- 
ing of the Axis stepped from 
their black Lancasters shortly be- 
fore dawn yesterday and told of a 
shuttle operation which consti- 
tuted one of the most daring 
bombing expeditions of the war. 


They were among the _ history- 
makmg crews who soared from 
their bases in Britain last Sunday, 
bombed Friedrichshafen in south-| 
ern Germany and flew -on to air-| 
dromes in North Africa. 

The return trip started Wednes- | 
day night and the fliers, having} 
bombed up in North Africa, blasted | 
the Italian naval base of Spezia on} 
the homeward flight. They suffered | 
no loss. , 

ELATED BY FEAT 

Elated over the feat, the men 
piled into breakfast with such com- | 
ments as those of FO. Steve Boczar 
of Saskatoon who said: “It was a 
grand trip. There were big fires! 
from oil dumps in Spezia and an- 
other big fire in Friedrichshafen 

“We flew in formation to the 
German target and were able to 
. read our maps all the way, the 
moonlight was so bright.

Less Delay in Prospect 


The attempts which have been made to 
jockey the Farmers Creditors’ Arrange- 
ment Act into the discard have failed, and 
the dill to amend the Act is to be introduc- 
ed in parliament shortly by the Minister 
of Justice. No doubt we shall then have 
the privilege of reading again all the stock 
arguments of some eastern members as 
to how the Act is ruining the credit of 
western farmers and preventing them sell- 
ing their farms. But that this specious 
talk will cause the House to throw out the 


Act is much less liable to happen than it © 


was on some former occasions. 

One important amendment, it is said, 
will do away with the travelling boards 
of adjusters who have hitherto administer- 
ed the Act, and make district and county 
court judges the referees to arrange settle- 
ments between farmers and creditors. This 
should be a convenience to both parties, 
and should speed up the hearing and settle- 
ment of appeals, which heretofore have 
had to wait while the adjustment boards 
made their widely extended rounds. There 
have been times when the boards were 
hopelessly in arrears. With district and 
county court judges available as referees, 
such delays should be avoided in future.

Convoys for China 


The new supply route to China—re- 
ported under construction shortly after the 
Japanese closed the Burma road—has been 
opened, and convoys are now rolling again 
to the isolated Chinese forces. The new 
road climbs over the Himalayas and 
crosses the Tibet tableland. It is of course 
round-about, and transport will neces- 
sarily be slow and costly in comparison. 
But there is the incalculable advantage 
that it lies well beyond reach of the enemy, 
Save perhaps by air, and is defensible from 
India as well as from China. 

How greatly the new supply line will 
improve the position of the Chinese must 
depend largely upon what kind of road 
it has been possible to construct. If trucks, 
tanks, guns and other heavy equipment 
and supplies can be handled readily, and 
therefore in large volume, the loss of the 
shorter Burma route will be discounted. 
It is this class of munitions—too heavy to 
be flown in—the Chinese mainly require. 

It is noted that the route has been 
opened “after negotiations” on the part of 
China and Britain “with the government 
of Tibet” and is being used with the con- 
sent of the latter. The Axis powers do not 
of course go through such formalities 
when they want to make use of the ter- 
ritory of another country; they just seize 
the territory and shoot the resisting in- 
habitants. That marks the difference. 
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Going and Coming 


The R.A.F. and R.C.A.F. have introduc- 
ed something new into the air offensive 
that is tearing the industrial machinery of 
Hitler's empire to pieces. The bombers 
which wrecked Friedrichshafen last Sat- 
urday night did not turn about and fly 
back to Britain. They went on to North 
Africa. Tuesday night they made the re- 
turn trip, blasting the Italian naval base of 
Spezia on the way. None of the planes, it 
is now reported, was lost on either flight. 

This “shuttling” method is a kind of 
tactics never before employed. The suc- 
cess of the try-out is likely to lead to its 
quite general use. An obvious advantage 
is that planes which are sent to attack a 
distant target can carry heavier loads of 
bombs when they are scheduled to proceed 
to a field nearer to the target than the 
base they start from. As Britain has 
plenty of bombs and Russia plenty of oil, 
planes from Britain and Russia might do 
some “shuttling” across the Reich with 
good results. 

An immediate surmise may be that 
Italy will be put under this new type of 
cross-fire by bombers flying between Brit- 
ain and North Africa, delivering cargoes of 
explosives on Mussolini’s war plants going 
and coming.

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Why Penalize the West? 


Premier Godbout announced that the 
Government of Quebec has protested to the 
Dominion cabinet against the decision to 
not make a redistribution of representa- 
tion in the House of Commons during war- 
time. As the constitution calls for a re- 
distribution following each decennial cen- 
Sus there is légal ground for the protest, 
but that is all that can be said for it. 

The war has caused shifts of popula- 
tion in Canada beyond precedent, and the 
census of 1941 is not a fair basis upon 
which to relot federal constituencies as 
between province and province or between 
the west and the east. Thousands of peo- 
ple whose homes are in western Canada, 
and who will certainly return when the 
war is ended, have been drawn to the war 
plants in the more heavily industrialized 
eastern provinces, In addition, the raising 
of men for service abroad and the sta- 
tioning of home defence corps in coastal! 
areas have thrown the spread of popula- 
tion farther out of resemblance to norma! 


Uf a redistribution bi was passed on 
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the basis of the 1941 count, Manitoba 
would lose four seats in parliament and 
Saskatchewan three, a total loss of seven 
seats to the prairie provinces. This situa- 
tion has not come about because immigra- 
tion and births have caused the population 
in the older provinces to grow more rapid- 
ly than that of the prairie region, but 
simply because a large fraction of the 
prairie population has shifted temporarily 
and for public reasons to the eastern 
half of the Dominion. To demand that 
parliamentary representation be adjusted 
to meet this abnormal condition, only to be 
re-adjusted when the condition has ended, 
is not reasonable. 

With 65 members in the House, Quebec 
does not stand to suffer materially be- 
cause Ontario's representation of 82 is not 
to be increased for a time at the expense 
of the west for reasons and in circum- 
Stances which the framers of the con- 
Stitution never dreamed of. In protesting 
because this is not to be done the Govern- 
ment of Quebec is showing something less 
than the fairness that province has usually 
shown toward the western provinces.

throughout Canada. It graphically 
explains what constitutes proper 
diet, and shows what diet, deficien- 


cies are likely to result if the air- 
man does consume his entire 
ration, 


This information, summarized in 
a booklet, is handed to the airman 
as he leaves the movie, and it is 
suggested he send it to the folks at 
home. Life insurance companies 
and the Canadian Medical Associa- 
tion sponsored the booklet, and 
will distribute copies to civilians. 

Members of air crew are highly 
skilled specialists whose success as 
fighting men, whose very lives de- 
pend on being at the peak of men- 
tal and physical efficiency. From 
recent progress in the science of 
nutrition, medical men know that 
this efficiency depends on an ade- 
quate supply of vitamins. 

So a properly balanced vitamin 
diet should have ended the pro- 
blem. But it was soon discovered 
that the carefully counted vitamins 
were missing at the mess table. 
Improper preparation of food was 
wasting up to 85 per cent of them. 

The next step was to start re- 
cruiting dietitians into the Women’s 
Division, to supervise food selec- 
tion and preparation. Men cooks 
scoffed at first, and airmen won- 
dered what women were doing 
poking around their food. But soon 
complaints became féwer, there 
was a definite improvement in diet 
values. 


Scientific Feeding 

To put this program on a scien- 
tific basis, the R.C.A.F. established 
a nutrition laboratory, of which 
there are four now. It was their 
duty to study foods, work out satis- 
factory variations in menus, and 


to check foods being served to air- 
men, 


Cooks are now being trained at 
the R.C.A.F. school of cookery at 
Guelph, Ontario. Here, too, is a 
test kitchen—all to ensure maxi- 
mum vitamins in each serving at 
breakfast, dinner and supper. 


But popular eating habits are not 
easily altered. Thus the final chap- 
ter in the R.C.A.F. nutrition story 
concerns the making of a movie 
to tell airmen why they should 
have Vitamins A, B1, B2, C and D— 
what they do, from what foods they 
are obtained, and why it is im- 
portant that the entire ration con- 
taining these foods should be eaten. 


The airman’s needs are compared 
with those of the plane he flies— 
fuel to make it go, sugars, starches 
and fats for bodily heat and energy; 
materials for repairs and replace- 
ments, proteins and minerals for 
body building. 

Greatest emphasis is placed on 
essential vitamins that keep the 


airman tuned to peak of efficiency | 


—Vitamin A the 
“tuned up”; 
for healthy eyes; C for healthy 
tissues and blood vessels; D to aid 
the body's assimilation and use of 


calcium.

Prejudice 

The majority of the people enter- 
tain an unreasonable prejudice 
against aristocracy because their 
conception of history is weird and 
wonderful. 

In spite of the fact, for instance, 
that British blood is quite 80 per 
cent Northman or Norman, we are 
still taught to regard the Norman 
conquest as a dreadful event in 
which a number of French aristo- 
crats imposed their military might 
upon the common Saxons. We 
therefore identify ourselves with 
the poor oppressed Saxons, forget- 
ting that the Romano-Celtic Eng- 
land of the fifth and sixth centuries 
was a pretty decent sort of place 
until these Teutonic savages from 
across the sea came along and be- 
fouled it. 

It was not a class crash at all. 

The Normans were not French, 
They were Scandinavian. And their 
conquest was the best thing that 
ever happened to England because 
it eventually bred out the inherent 
beastliness of the ferocious and un- 
couth Germanic tribes, that had 
overrun the civilized England of 
the Romano-Celts. 

The Norman conquest reciviliz- 
ed England, And that ‘is why our 
aristocracy dates from the Nor- 
mans, The aristocracy of England, 
originally, was not the imposition 
of a stronger race upon a weaker, 
it was civilization combatting bar- 
barism, the superior man bringing 
law and order and justice into a 
realm tormented by savages. 


Today 


It is not to be supposed that the 
function of a titled class today is 
exactly the same as the function 
of the titled class a thousand years 
ago. And yet its nature is some- 
what the same. 

There must always be those 
whose tradition and high purpose it 
is to defend civilization from man’s 
natural inclination to return to 
savagery and disorder. 

Obviously, these guardians of 
civilization, traditionally marked 
out by honors from the Sovereign, 
| cannot be composed of the kind of 
| people who were getting titles in 
Canada before the ban. The man 
who has custody of ten miliion dol- 
lars, for instance, is not, per se, the 
fit person to be a custodian of civ- 
ilization. 

Nevertheless, there is something 
of value in the system of royal 
honors. 

If titles were to be restored in 
Canada, the recipients would have 
to be selected by some other body 
than the Government 

Perhaps a committee could be 
formed from all walks of life to 
deal with this matter. Then, if the 
selected list of candidates was pub- 
licized and submitted to public 
criticism and passed by the Su- 
preme Court, is might be fit to sub- 
mit to His Majesty. 

On no other terms would a res- 
toration be acceptable to the people 
of Canada. 

We want no Whig aristocracy

(c) Nowhere has the enemy built stronger defences and 
in no place has he made more thorough preparations than on 
this western front. One did not need the action against Dieppe 
to realize this. The fact that repeated commando raids have 
been made against the French coast, and that one of them, 
the raid against Saint Nazaire in 1941, was especially suc- 
ceasful, forewarned the Germans, who have always been 
over-industrious in the building of defences. Today no fur- 
ther reconnaissance is needed to prove that everywhere, be- 
tween the north end of the Zuider Zee in Holland and the 
mouth of the Seine, the continental coast represents a line 
of the strongest fortifications that modern technique can 
build.

MEAT DOWN

cuts were purchased, and more if 
a poorer quality was obtained. 
Bacon was rationed to four ounces 
a week—enough for three meals 
providing there was not too much 
fat. He asked his listeners to re- 
member that fact when finishing 
off their animals. 

In Europe, cattle had been re- 
duced by from 80 to 90 per cent; 
horses, about 30 per cent. It would 
be necessary to supply those na- 
tions with cereals, meat, milk, and 
dairy products. Depleted stocks 
will have to be replaced. He 
thought that many of the farmers 
would be going in for mechanized 
farming. 

Production Was increased in the 
British Isles because of the short- 
age of cereals and bulky foods. 
Since the war began, between 6,- 
000,000 and 7,000,000 acres had been 
added to the arable lands.

LAFF A-DAY of considering headache a disease 


whereas it is actually only one of 
the signs of disease. It is an effect, 
but not a cause. 

Headache may appear to be locat- 
ed in different parts of the head— 
that is, it may involve the back, the 
top, the side, or the forehead, or 
it may be described by the patient 
as being general, or as seeming to 
come from a point in back of the 
eyes. The ache may be intense, in 
which case it is described as bor- 
ing or sharp, or it may be dull. 
Sometimes what the patient calls 
a headache is in reality a form of 
neuralgia. 

In discussing headache, it is most 
convenient to consider the various 
types separately: as an illustration, 
there is the toxic type, due to 
auto-intoxication, caused by a sys- 
temic toxemia; likewise there is the 
bilious type which so frequently 
develops in the patient predisposed 
to attacks of biliousness caused by 
a sluggish liver; then there is a very 
common type of headache due to 
‘evestrain. An additional type of 
headache is that which results from 
breathing in stale air or the fumes 
from gas fires. In those patients 
who are highly-strung. a certain 
type of nervous headache may fol- 
low any unusual strain. Another 
type of headache is due principally 
to either high or low blood pres- 
sure. 

Undoubtedly, the most ordinary 
headache is that which is due to 
constipation and this common, gar- 
den-variety of headache will readily 
yield to the warm enema followed 
by resting for half an hour in a 
quiet room. Many patients have 
reported to me that they have becn 
surprised at how quickly relief 
from headache may be obtained 
by the use of these simple meas- 
ures. Regardless of the cause of | 
the headache, it is generally the 
best plan to take the enema rest 
if possible, and to eat simply. If 
there are any signs of indigestion 
skin the next few meals and use 
fruit juice feedings instead. Cer- 
tainly. that is a safe treatment. 

Undoubtedly, most headaches 
are treated at home and it is easy 
for the patient to get into the habit 
of relying on various headache 
remedies to stop the discomfort 
However, when headache is a per- 
sistent symptom, it should be given 
the attention it deserves and an 
examination is in order, to find out 
the cause. Those who have severe 
headaches which are repeated at 
frequent intervals should not ne- 
glect finding out the cause :

For babies the vegetables may 
be pressed through a sieve and 
delicately flavored with butter 
and salt. For older children they 
may be dressed up as they are, 
cr a tablespoon or so of thin, 
white sauce added to them. All 
this if they like vegetables. 

If they do not like vegetables 
mothers will have to be ingenious, 
rather than forceful and think up 


}esting that not a childish nose 
could be elevated against them. 
For the child who has turned 
against vegetables, don't go to the 
mat each meal and say determined- 
ly, “You HAVE to eat your vege- 
tables before you can have any- 
thing else.” That's the way to make 
vegetables disliked forever. 
Instead, try remarking casually, 


you really dislike, but try just a 

spoonful with your other foods and 
you'll soon discover why we all 
like vegetables.” And then be con- 
| tent to allow it to be a spoonful.

color and free from dirt.

BREAD CRUMB PANCAKES 
(8 Pancakes) 

Five slices enriched white bread, 
1 cup milk, 1 tablespoon enriched 
margarine or butter, % teaspoon 
salt, 1 egg, well beaten, 1 teaspoon 
baking powder. 

Cut bread into very small cubes. 
Scald milk with fat and salt; com- 
bine with cubes of bread and stir 
to blend well. Then add beaten 
egg and baking powder. Drop by 
tablespoons onto greased griddle 
or frying pan and brown on both 
sides. May be served plain or with 
jam, honey or maple syrup. 


BLUEBERRY BREAD 
CRUMB PANCAKES 

Fold 1 cup washed and well- 
drained cultivated blueberries into 
batter just before cooking. Make 
blackberry pancakes the same as 
the blueberry

blend into scalded milk.
